DON T FORGET BOND ISSUE. 

In the fuss and flurry of nation- 
al iamas, we should not l*we sight 
of the fact that voters of Hick- 
man will be asked to vote, Nov. 
7th, on the question of issuing 
$20,000 worth of 20-year bonds 
for the purpose of improving the 
« - i t > s streets. The Courier has 
asked some of the councilmen 
where and how they expect to 
spead this money in case the bond 
issue carries. We are told that 
it will be equitably distributed 
I " tween eatft, old and west wards 
of the town; that all of the prin- 
cipal streets can and will te put 
in good order — graveled and fin- 
ished like Clinton street is to- 
day — with the $20,000.

Marshal; he was followed l>> I 
brass band playing patriotic airs , 
then came the "grey mule" 
brigade in whieh were county of- 
ficers, leading politicians and 
st. in. I put Democrats carrying 
flags. There were following fif 
t\ eight automobiles, including 
Fords, carrying about 300 la- 
dies and men cheering for Wilson 
and l>emocrac\, ac<oiiuiiiied b\ a 
din «>f sereechuig auto "honks." 
The main streets were packed by 
cheering crowds to witness the 
parade. The noisy aggregation 
kept up the din uutil they reach- 
ed the Court House, where 
Hark ley was to speak. This was 
the biggest political turnout wit 
I here in many years, but 
want off without any accidents 

except I/ewis l^uigford lost 
rear wheel from his auto) and 
everyone seemed in high spirits 
and enjoyed the affair. 

Wl.en the paradcrs reached the 
Court House, they found the spa- 
cious circuit room already pack- 
ed and jammed, with scarcely 
standing room left. In fact, it 
is estimated that half of the 
rowd was MM able to get in 
to the building. 

Mr. Barkley was a little late 
in arriving. In the meantime the 
audience began calling for Judge 
B. T. Davis, who, though reluct- 
ant to respond, was forced to do 
so. Although extemporaneous 
addreas was heard with 
attention and r using 
cheers. He was forced to see 
elude abruptly upon the arrival 
of Judge Barkley, who immediate- 
ly after a fitting and eloquent 
introduction by Judge Elvis J 
Slab r, proceeded with his a.l 
dress. It is hardly necessary to 
nay that he was greeted with ■ 
big ovation. 

This address, punctured wHl 
spiced witli good stories 
by way of Ulustration and found- 
ed upon facts as known by the 
speaker, co\ered the main points 
of the Wilson administration. 
The spot light was turned for a 
few momenta upon Mr. Hughes 
and his record, but the more we 
saw of him, the smaller he got; 
so Mr. Barkley gave the major 
portion of his time to a brief 
analysis of the acts of the last 
Congress — which faced several 
emergency measures while the 
sparks of war flew thick and fast, 
strikes were threatening, etc. 

Considerable merriment was in- 
dulged in at the expense of Dr. 
H. C. Barber, veterinary surgeon 
of Hickman, who stood near the 
speaker, when the later referred 
to the "horse doctor" appoint- 
ment by Wilson (which has been 
a source of great worry to the 
& O. F.) Barkley did not real- 
ize why his remarks were so

The Adanison 8-hour law, which 
prevented the threatened atrike 
and a paralysis of business, and 
probably starvation in the great 
cities, which never have more 
than three days' food supply on 
hand. 

The Federal Reserve act to a- 
vert panic and financial control 
by Wall Street (not the Hiekman 
Wall Street, but that of New 
York.) 

The revision of the tariff sched 
ules— downward. 

The appropriation of millions 
of dollars for better highwaya, in 
co-operation with state aid. 

were discussed, showing the brok- 
en promises of the Republicans 
and the fulfillment of pledges by 
the Democrats. He also warned 
his hearers that in case of a 
change of administration, 
likely to follow.
